The mistress must be 
communicated with and informed of 
the dishonesty of her employee [ 
What would be her attitude? She 
niiglit decide to prosecute I At any 
rate, oue could hardly hope for Icn' 
iency and forgivenessj -The Soldier 
comrade wrote the letlcr scndltig Ihc 
money, and the ncKt few days were 
full of suspense for the giri wKo had 
BO practically proved licr dclernlinii- 
tion to havc'donc wilh all wrong;- 
doli]g. -

ed from the ladv, In which she not 
only ejcpreijiied her willing forglvc- 

. ness, but saidj "You Salvation Army 
people are too wonderful for words/' 
and also enclosed a handsome do- 
nation.

A lady who went to lodge wilh the Booths in 
Hackney In IBO? tlirows an iiucrcsiiiig sidelight 
on our subject. 

Hc loved his mother— such a grand looliing old 
wotnan, stately and solciunj very Jeivisli In feat- 
ure— with a boy's tovc to the last, One Sunday, 
when hc was slayinfif with llicm iu Loiidoiij he 
preached a acriugu, tg a crowded church, on 
Peace. Old Mrs, Booth was ininicnscly proud o£ 
himj and when hc returned she said to him, 
'William, you preached a bcantifnl scriuon.' He 
looked at her, a smile of rog^uishncss in bis eyes, 
niid said, 'You've heard your son preach; how 
would you like to hear him pray, just as he used 
.to pray, when he was'a boy?' And tlierc iiiid 
(hen he dropped on his knees before her, burled 
his face in-Jicr lap, and pcnyed wUh an intensity 
anil force that carried us all away." 

There we leave the man who, a leader nf Aud 
an example to bis fellows in many other waysj 
was also this jti loving and caring for his motbci; 
— and there has perhaps been tio mau who baS 
been more ins(runtcntal in causing men to re- 
member and do their duty to their parcnia, for 
this is one of the things the Salvation Army is 
always doing.— H, S.

Their Meftning and Use 

Mentton is frequently made in our 
columns of Cartridges, and every 
SalvatiooiAt understands perfectly 
.well what they are and what purpose 
tbey jCrve. But many "War Cry" 
readers may have been a little mysti- 
fied by the allusion. 

The term, like all otiier Salvation 
Army appellations, is. of course, a 
military one, and the command. 
'Tire your Cartridge," is one of the 
filled phrases that assail \hc ears oi 
Salvationists c^cry week-end. 
Weekly Contribution 

In brief, Ihe Soldier's Cartridge la 
his weekly personal contribution to 
the maintenance of the Corpj to 
which he belongs. He often givea 
much more, for collections arc made 
at all Meetings, and special objects 
make further and frequent deminds 
upon his purser but Lhe CrLtlridge 
represents liis guaranteed weekly of- 
fering Towards the upkeep of the 
Corps. It is enclosed in a iicat little 
envelope. Whether full or empty, 
the Cartridge envelope h e.\pec[ed 
to be handed in every week. 

The Cartridge is the hrbt evidence 
of Soldierbliip. No person can be 
ciiruilcd as n Soldier until his name 
1ia:i been entered in ihc Cartridge 
book for at Icnst four weeks. 

After the liecmit has bad his - 
name on the Cnllrldgc book Tor the 
£]jeei(ied period of one uioiitli, it la 
brouglii up by the Corns Officer at 
tlie montlily meeting oi the Census 
Poard— thai is, a Council of the lead- 
ing pco]jle in the Corps who keep 
the Roll, as the name Census im- 
plies— nnd it is tben decided tvhetiicr 
he has confanncd (o ihc 'Ifcguia- 
tions. If SQ, and if lie hns signed tho 
Articles of War, lie is enrolled as a 
Soldier; if noi, he is kejit on the 
Cartridge book as » Kccriiit for an- 
other nioiitl], during which be js still 
on probatioii. 

Opening the Envelopes 
Evtry week, nt a stated time, the 
Corjis Officer, ilie Corps Secretary, 
and the Corps, Trcf&nrcr meet to- 
gether for the purpose of opening' 
the Carlriilt^cs and entering the 
amounts 111 the book. On the out- 
side q£ the uiivelo]jc there 
is a number; this ngrees with 
a inin)bcr in the Cfirtridgc book, 
against which glands the name and 
address of the Soldier, The open- 
ing of the envelopes is regarded aa 
a very important procedure* and one 
siriiigent section of the Ilegulations 
rads that ''on no consideration may 
they be opened by one person alone^' 
.1 safeguard (hat, of course, cstab- 
liiihcs the strictest confidGncc. 

.Many faithful Soldiers would aa 
soon think of omitting to say their 
praters as Ihcy would of not firing 
their Cartridge, and inatancca oi 
secret self-denial arc often revealed 
at the weekly opening toi the en- 
velopes, as many a Corjjs Treasurer 
cart testify. Numbers o£ Carlcftigeft 
have been lircd from dcath-bedj, aa 
our obituary columns frequently 
ahowj-and not a few liavc been fir- 
ed for lojig ijcriods after the death 
of the Soldier, in fulfilment of aooic 
ilcfinltely-c.<c])rc5sed dcutli-bcd wish.

register of your instrument. 

Let the c.\ercisc5 be andante move-. 
mcnts at first, and be played softly. 
It must be clearly under&tood that. 
blowing marches double forte wilt 
nnt develop the muscles of the Hp 
a bit, but, on the other hand, will 
give the people ill the house a split- 
ting headache, and annoy your. 

Practice ercsc. and dim., which 
is very fine practice indeed for de- 
veloping the niiiBeles of the Up. AI-' 
ways commence tq play n alow move-. 
mcnt and very softly, if you are a 
fairly advanced player, practise CK- 
crciscs full of accidcntuls, which you- 
will Jind a wonderful help to sight- 
reading, especially allegro move-- 
tncins, 

TJlic mnsdes of the lip only re- 
quire a systematic training, and I' 
feel sure, coniradeir, you will find this 
kind of practise most beneficial. It 
mnst have your attention if yotl wish 
to become a reliable player.
